Co-creation 


Scientific co-creation is the creation of scientific knowledge through 
dialogue among scientists and citizens. 


Co-creation is the creation through dialogue among experts and 
citizens. 


The concept of co-creation (with diverse names) was created in 1978 
to overcome both the elitist and the populist conception of creation. 
The elitist conception considered that only scientists could create 
scientific knowledge and even one requirement was distance, any 
closeness to citizens would bias the results. The populist conception 
considered that knowledge was what people thought, disregarding the 
previous scientific evidence. The co-creation concept created by 
communicative research methodology overcame both conceptions 
through dialogue between scientists and citizens based on evidence 
and arguments. 
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
